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President Lowry 
defines WITHOUT BORDERS 


Just a few years ago that Lipscomb's borders were defined by Granny White Pike and Belmont 
Boulevard. It really was a relatively small university that kept itself in that tiny wedge of Green Hills. That was 
something that Lipscomb University President Randy Lowry was determined to change when he took the university's 
reins. Today, with programs that serve far beyond the streets surrounding campus, Lipscomb is growing and serving 
Without Borders. “When | came 10 years ado, we were a bit isolated,” Lowry said. “In fact, | think it was one time early on 
and | was talking with a professor about global studies, and the professor didn't even have a passport.” As Lipscomb has grown in 
its Global Learning and Missions programs in recent years, its professors and students have grown with them, traveling well beyond 
the sidewalks that carry them from class to class. “One of the things I'm extraordinarily pleased with is the sense of getting off this 
campus, integrating the city, state, nation and the world,” he said, looking at the progress of the last decade. One of the ways 
Lipscomb is working with the state is through Leadership Tennessee, the only statewide leadership education program that 
cultivates a network of business, nonprofit, education and government leaders. “We're going to train up a whole generation of 
leaders who know the whole state of Tennessee, as opposed to just a little third of Tennessee,” he said, making reference to the 
three so-called “Grand Divisions” of Middle, East and West Tennessee, the regions that give the state flag its three stars. Getting 
experience off-campus is something Lowry said he believes is very important. “If you're a student here, we want you to have the kind 
of experience and exposure that will be good for you when you're working out in that world,” Lowry said, “If one of our teachers goes 
to work for the Metro Schools, they're going to work in a district where there are 110 languages being spoken. You go to work for a 
corporation and it might be owned by a company in Japan, and you might be sitting there with six or eight different countries 
represented on your work team.” Lipscomb is not just training leaders in Tennessee but servants all around the world - everywhere 
from Lipscomb's backyard to across the United States and throughout what is being increasingly described as “the global village.” 
And students at the university have been responsive to calls for mission trips and ready to extend aid in the Nashville community 
and throughout the country. “I think at Lipscomb that | could announce in Chapel on Tuesday that we're leaving for Oklahama on 
Wednesday because there's been a flood or something and the bus would be filled up.” Lowry said that Lipscomb's service day is 
an expression of the hearts of the students on campus. “! hope that what comes out of that day is not the service we do, but | hope 
that what comes out of that day is that we spark in students that this is a good way to spend some time,” Lowry said. 

“The city is our campus, the world is our classroom, so let's go.”

Lipscomb University sprang to life on Monday, Aug. 19, as classes for more than 4,000 students 
began.

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IDEAL program forms - 
bonds between students ~ 
and peer mentors 


The IDEAL program is still a relatively new program 
on campus and is constantly growing. IDEAL is a two 
year, non-residential certificate program that is designed to 
encourage and support students with ID/DD to experience 
college as their peers do. IDEAL students take classes, go to 
sporting events, complete internships, eat in the cafeteria, attend 
chapel and enjoy just being a college student. The program has already 
grown from three students to 11 in only a semester. As a result of that, the 
need for peer mentors to spend time with the IDEAL students has also grown. 
Lipscomb students have stepped up to the task. The responsibilities of the mentors 
vary. They help IDEAL students with homework and teaching study skills, help run 
workouts in the SAC, and even join the IDEAL students for lunch. “My favorite part about 
being a peer mentor is building individual relationships and being able to experience the joy and 
perspective they bring to campus nonstop,” senior Meghan Anglim said. “It’s great to have genuine 
friends.” Peer mentors also are given the opportunity to attend mentoring workshops. The workshops 
offer volunteers the chance to get further insight into the program and help them learn how to go about 
different scenarios. The workshops also give the mentors time to get to know one another and meet new 
people. The peer mentor group has grown so large that the chapel office created a breakout chapel devoted to 
IDEAL. The IDEAL breakout is a six week series that focuses on topics related to disability and faith. The chapel 
also gives the mentors and IDEAL students the opportunity to share their testimonies and converse with one 
another. “For me, one of the best things about the IDEAL chapel is that it’s helping the Lipscomb community 
understand that our students want to experience the Lord in the same way that everyone else does,” program 
director Mallory Whitmore said. “Not only do they want to experience the Lord in the same way that everyone 
else does, but they're able to.” IDEAL chapel offers moments for the students to break out into groups and get 
to know each other more. IDEAL builds bonds with not only the students enrolled in the program, but also with 
the peer mentors themselves

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Hardy receives $660,000 
National Institutes of 
Health grant 


Prayers were answered when Dr. Klarissa Hardy received a $660,000 National Institutes of Health grant that will fund her 
investigation of effective cancer treatments. Hardy, a researcher and assistant professor of pharmaceutical sciences in Lipscomb 
University’s College of Pharmacy, began writing her proposal to acquire a postdoctoral fellowship at the same time a woman at her 
church was asking for prayers during her battle with breast cancer. “She had asked for prayer several times in our Bible classes, and 
so I’m thinking about that and I’m thinking about other individuals who were struggling with the side effects of the drugs that they take,” 
said Hardy. “As | was writing that, it really kind of all hit me: that this is really important.” After her postdoctoral fellowship at the University 
of Washington, Hardy made her way to Lipscomb University. A chemist at heart, Hardy has always enjoyed studying the effect drugs have on 
the human body. “! think at the end of the day, for me, what | like is being able to link the very like detailed basic work that we do in the lab to 


something that can potentially impact and improve the way people are treated.” Now she has the means to dig deeper in her investigation of 
effective treatments. “We're trying to get the best treatment for the individual patient, based on their genetic make up, based on their lifestyle, 
whatever they're exposed to in their environment, seeing how that unique individual can best respond to a drug.” The research involves genetic 
factors and how they contribute to a patient’s reaction to the drug. “What I'd really love to see with this grant is looking at the differences of two 
enzymes and how they metabolize this breast cancer drug.” After Hardy finds the differences in the way the enzymes metabolize the breast cancer drug, 
she.will look closely at the differences in susceptibility to toxicity. “These enzymes are expressed differently in different individuals, so one person might 


have very low levels or no levels at all.” Hardy's goal is for the findings to eventually be implemented in patient care. The NIH grant will not only provide 
Hardy with five years time to conduct this research but will also provide funding for other fees and expenses for conferences, research assistants and any other 


| 
resources necessary to completing the project. The research will be conducted in the university’s Pharmaceutical Sciences Research Center that opened in 


November 2013, which Hardy says has been a huge blessing. “We've got a really nice research facility right here where we have faculty research labs, a place 
where students can come and tons of great equipment that we are actively using.” Hardy's study will also provide students with research experience and the 


opportunity to collaborate. Last spring there were three undergraduate students who had various majors and different interests, but they had one thing in 
common: they wanted to learn about what research really looked like. “I wanted to give them an opportunity to see what it’s like and kind of get excited about 
it, because those are the kind of opportunities that really got me interested in research and got me started.” A few students had the opportunity to work on 
related projects in the lab over the summer, and two current pharmacy students are working on projects related to cancer drugs during this semester. “| would 
love to have more really motivated students who either want to see what research is like or students who know that they want to go into research. | would just 
encourage anyone, any student who has a dream, has a passion, or who may not even know what they want to do, just try to follow your interest.”

For one night only, Lipscomb stood center stage at one of the nation’s premiere venues 
for the “Lipscomb: On a New Stage” program. “Lipscomb: On a New Stage” brought 
hundreds from the Lipscomb community together in November to the historic Ryman 
Auditorium to enjoy a night of tunes, tributes and takes on the school’s past, present and future.

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Lipscomb’s School of Music 
gets in tune with Nashville’s X 
music industry 


What has recently become its own school will also have its very own new contemporary music 

program. Lipscomb’s School of Music announced the expansion of its existing classical music offerings 
to include contemporary music undergraduate programs, which will dive into songwriting and music 
production. This charge first began after Lipscomb formed its College of Entertainment and the Arts that 
houses the new school. School of Music director Sally Reid said that the idea of having a College of Entertainment 
and the Arts, and even the School of Music, have been in the works for a while. “At some point the president 
[Lipscomb President Randy Lowry] intervened and said ‘this really sounds like a new college,'” Reid said. After the new 
college was formed, Lipscomb’s filmmaker-in-residence Steve Taylor had a connection that made the contemporary music 
program come to life. “Steve had this really good friend who was at a point in his career where he was looking to give back,” Reid 
said. Producer and singer-songwriter Charlie Peacock will serve as Lipscomb’s artist-in-residence for the contemporary music 
program. “I really think that we couldn’t launch out and do this without his guidance, because none of the faculty are trained in 
ontemporary music or have any experience,” Reid said. “We needed new faculty, and we needed someone who understands the music 
industry.” And Peacock has demonstrated his understanding of the music industry ever since he started his career in the ’70s, producing 
hundreds of albums. He will lead the new program to become more integrated with Music City. “His vision is for it to be Nashville-centric in that it 
immerses the students in how business is done in this city, and then of course expands universally beyond that,” Reid said. Franklin’s Dark Horse 
Recording Studio is one connection that Lipscomb has already lined up for the new program. The studio — that has been recording home for musicians 
Neil Diamond, Faith Hill and Martina McBride — initially contacted Lipscomb’s School of Music, according to Reid. As Nashville’s music community is 
growing, Reid explained that making a living in this industry is more difficult now than it’s ever been.“You can’t just attach yourself to a record label, you 
can't just have a publisher, you can’t just have a recording studio — all those people were struggling with how to make a living,” Reid said. “The people who 
are going to be successful in the industry at this point have to be able to do everything. They have to be able to arrange, they have to be able to write, edit, 
perform, everything, and at a very high musical level.” The new program will train student musicians to do just that. Reid said Lipscomb’s School of Music 
will continue to have a strong commitment to literacy, including lessons in the Nashville number system and the Roman numeral analysis. Musicians in the 
new program will be taught the project-based studio approach, utilizing Dark Horse and other local studios. “| have felt all along that everything is going 
project-based, and what that means is you don’t need the large recording studio, except maybe for the final parts of the production,” Reid said. But when 
students do need to get in some studio time, Reid said she hopes students can walk right down the road to a recording studio. There is also a possibility of 
holding certain classes in recording studios within walking distance, according to Reid. The new degree will have two tracks — songwriting and music

production — and will be offered in the fall, pending the approval of the National Association of Schools of Music Commission on Accreditation.

The 
Groundswell Project .95 is raising $38,000 to support the Well’s next well drilling project in 
Nairobi, Kenya. The project plans include building three wells around that area. “Project 
.95 is designed to be able to help an area of Kenya that has not had rain in over 
seven years,” Said Steve Morrow, secretary of the board for the Well Coffeehouse. 
“| can't imagine what it’s like to be raised in a nation that might not 
potentially see rain for that long.” The Well has built six wells in Africa, 
three wells in Haiti and five water filtration systems around the world 
since opening two years ago. “It's been a thrilling ride to watch God, 
when we reached the end of our ropes, step in and do absolutely 
phenomenal things that we could’ve never dreamed of 
doing,” Morrow said. “The end result is that we get to see 
people who wouldn’t have had clean water be able to 
have healthy children and healthy lives.” The 
Anteater’s Ball raised over $3,000 for the cause. 
“Directing this collaboration for God’s glory is 
not only a joy to do, but also a joy to 
witness,” Netterville said.

Colorful lighting 
and set bring 
Seussical to life 


Colorful lighting and the whimsical set brought Lipscomb theater’s Seussical to life 

in Collins Alumni Auditorium. The production design team created an instantly 

recognizable world on stage while keeping technical elements from interfering with the 

performance of the cast. Andy Bleiler, set designer and technical director, said that he really 

wanted the set to stay faithful to the source material, so he based the set off of Dr. Seuss’ “Oh, 

the Places You'll Go!”“ The colors that we chose were really based on the ‘Oh, the Places You'll Go!’ 
book,” Bleiler said. “If you look at the cover of that book and you look at the set, you'll see they're really, 
eally close.” Bleiler intentionally chose muted colors so that the set would not clash with other visual 
elements of the show. “One of the intentions was to have the set be sort of a lighter version [of the ‘Oh, the 


Places You'll Go’ colors], and that way the colors of the costumes, which are in a similar palette, could pop off of 
that,” Bleiler said. The set is built in two levels. The stage floor is the first level, and the second is a large stairway that

goes across the back of the stage, forming a large arch. That stairway is covered with many colorful, arched doorways to 
add the classic Dr. Seuss touch. The stairway takes up a small amount of the stage, allowing the cast to have more room for 


acting and dancing. David Hardy, assistant professor of theater and lighting designer, had the challenge of lighting the already 


colorful stage. “Ironically, the intent was to keep it pretty simple and just really let the set and costumes do a lot of the talking,” Hardy

said. “Andy’s got these beautiful, vibrant colors on the set, and June’s [costume designer June Kingsbury] got vibrant, beautiful colors on 
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all the costuming.” Hardy described the lighting development as a trial and error process. “Initially, we went pretty saturated with the colors,” 


Hardy said. “This week [of tech rehearsals] has been about adding more light to make it brighter and making scenes more neutral, and also 


sometimes all of that color washes things out and makes it flat, so we're trying to find those moments to pop it back out more.”

For Rebecca, however, this commitment is the result of lots of hard questions and long conversations. While studying abroad in Costa Rica during the fall semester of her 
sophomore year, Rebecca began to question her beliefs about the effectiveness of short term missions. “The people in Costa Rica really challenged our beliefs in mission work, 
showing us a whole new perspective. We did a lot of reading and discussing, which planted a lot of new ideas in our heads. Then, if we wanted to continue searching for answers ¢ 
our own we could...and | have been!” 

Fresh from study abroad, Rebecca decided to go back to Cozumel, spring of her sophomore year. “When | went back to Cozumel sophomore year after studying in Costa 
Rica, | wasn’t even sure | wanted to go back,” shares Rebecca. “The reason | decided to return, though, was because | promised kids the year before that | would be back the nex 
spring. | thought that even if |’m not sure where |’m at, | made that promise to the kids, and maybe going even when |’m unsure will help me figure things out.” 

While there, Rebecca got the chance to talk to Gary Gardner, the founder and president of Ciudad de Angeles. She asked him questions about why he started the home in 
Cozumel and why he thinks receiving short term mission teams is beneficial for the kids. Through those conversations and many similar ones with Mark, Rebecca started to work 
through all the challenging and new perspectives she had encountered in Costa Rica. 

“| really enjoyed having those in-depth conversations with her as she wrestled with some very hard questions,” says Mark. “| love how she wants to make sure that the energ 
and resources that she is pouring into the trip are effective and worthwhile. | think all students could benefit from asking themselves those same questions.” 

Through reaching out to trusted mentors and those experienced with mission work, Rebecca came to form confident opinions. She shares, “There are definitel) 
ways to do short term missions well. If you go with a humble attitude, it becomes so that you have friends in another part of the world, instead of having people 
that you help in that part of the world. | still don’t know all the answers, but | know |’ve grown from where | was two years ago.” 

Thankfully, Rebecca has continued to pour into the work in Cozumel. Her impact is felt not only on the team and with the team leaders, but on

Engineering students build 
trial-run bridge destined for 
Honduras 


On Saturday, March 28, passers-by on Belmont Boulevard may have noticed Lipscomb’s 
University’s own “bridge to nowhere” being constructed in the quad in front of the James D. 
Hughes Center. Sixteen students in Lipscomb’s Raymond B. Jones College of Engineering worked 
that Saturday to build a 104-footlong metal pedestrian bridge on campus, and while it may not 
connect to anything in America, it is destined to connect to success and safety for middle and 
elementary students in San Esteban, Honduras, this summer. The on-campus construction was a trial run 
before sending the bridge to Honduras this summer and re-building it to allow students at an elementary and 
middle school to safely cross a highway bisecting their school campus. Members of the student team who built the 
tria-run bridge will be traveling to Honduras in August to complete the construction. “Being an engineering major gives 
me the opportunity to actually do my work in the mission field, and that’s an opportunity not many people get,” said Daniel 
Jordan, a senior civil engineering major. “The most attractive part of this project is that | can use what | have learned in school 
to help people.” The San Esteban bridge is the fifth bridge the engineering college has built as part of its missions program 
coordinated by Lipscomb’s Richard S. and Mary Ann Brown Peugeot Center for Engineering Service to Developing Communities. 
With this project, they are trying to solve on-site problems that have delayed past projects by conducting a trial build of the bridge 
before leaving campus, said Kerry Patterson, associate professor of engineering and director of the Peugeot Center. For past 
projects, all built in Guatemala, the bridge parts have been manufactured in Guatemala, and the mission teams didn’t see or 
work with them until arriving at the bridge site. This caused problems due to unforeseen design issues and errors in 
manufacturing, Patterson said.

Student 


volunteers took a tour of the main warehouse to learn more about how the organization was serving others. “I really like this 
facility. | think it’s great to be at a place that has a faith-based aspect to it,” junior Becky Sale said. “You know, to hear about 
the Churches of Christ and how they’re helping out communities all across the nation.”On any given day, more than 200 


volunteers will come to the warehouse to pack food boxes for those in need. About 27,000 food boxes are shipped out yearly. "We 

don’t think much about a bar of soap and a wash cloth, but when you've lost everything and you're dirty and feeling bad already, to wash 
your face with clean cloth and some soap means a lot,” Coles said. Coles shared his own story of how disaster affected his life when his home 
was struck by a tornado. “| had been asleep one night, and | knew there were storms in the area,” Coles said. “I had my cell phone laying on my 
night stand by chance. It went off. It woke me up and that time, the high winds tore about a third of the roof off of my house.” The Disaster Relief 
reaches 48 states where tragedy has hit, meeting immediate needs. During a “good year,” Coles said the organization receives about $3 million in 
donations, and 80 to 85 percent of goes directly into buying supplies.
